To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Upton-upon-Severn  for  the  year  1972. 

The  statistics  indicate  a  generally  satisfactory  state  of 
health  in  the  District  during  the  year  under  review.  They  com¬ 
pare  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  standardised  death  rate,  for  example,  (8°7  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation)  is  substantially  below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
(12«1).  A  glance  at  the  table  of  ’’Deaths  by  Ages”  will  reveal 
the  tendency  for  people  in  this  District  to  live  to  a  ripe  old 
age.  In  fact,  the  majority  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  group 
”75  years  and  over”. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  estimated  mid-year  popu¬ 
lation  (15,630  in  1972  compared  with  15,490  in  1971),  but  there 
was  a  marked  fall  in  the  birth-rate,  which  reflects  a  national 
trend . 


There  were  no  epidemics  during  the  year  under  review,  and 
very  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 

In  conclusion  1  should  like  to  thank  my  predecessor, 

Dr.  H.  F.  Green,  for  taking  me  on  a  series  of  ’’rural  rides”  which 
greatly  increased  my  knowledge  of  the  geography,  the  geology,  and 
the  people  of  the  District. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  extending  a  kind  welcome  to  a  newcomer  to  the 
District .

Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 


The  routine  work  of  ensuring  safe  meat  supplies  by  the 
carrying  out  of  a  100%  meat  inspection  service  has  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  is  situated  at 
Hanley  Swan  and  deals  with  mainly  good  quality  animals.  Even 
so,  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  some  283  items  of  meat  during 
the  year.  This  meat  inspection  necessitated  some  440  visits.

In  addition  to  these  items  the  Department  investigated 
several  complaints,  from  the  general  public,  of  unsound  food. 
These  included  such  items  as  a  screw  found  in  a  Jib.  pack  of 
butter,  and  a  slug  found  in  a  bottle  of  pasteurised  milk.  An 
interesting  complaint  was  received  concerning  a  pack  of  tea  bags, 
which  produced  a  vivid  blue  brew.  This  was  found  to  be  due  to 
the  presence  of  iron  in  the  public  water  supply,  which  although 
not  harmful  to  heatlh,  reacted  with  the  tea  bags  to  give  rise  to 
this  distinctive  colouration,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the  com¬ 
plainant  . 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Responsibility  for  piped  mains  water  supplies  in  the 
district  is  vested  in  the  South  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  complaints  were  made 
to  this  Council  regarding  the  discolouration  of  water  supplies 
in  the  Upton  area.  Laboratory  analysis  showed  this  discolour¬ 
ation  to  be  due  to  the  presence  of  iron  in  the  water,  probably 
arising  from  rusting  of  the  mains  delivery  pipes.  These  com¬ 
plaints  were  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  its  programme  of 
water  sampling.  Emergency  action  was  necessary  on  two  occasions, 
the  first  when  a  well  was  discovered  to  be  so  badly  polluted  as 
to  necessitate  its  immediate  closure,  and  the  second,  where  a 
private  well  completely  dried  up  due  to  a  lowering  of  the  water 
table.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -  SECTION  47

need  for  action  under  this  Section.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

Seventy-five  premises  were  licensed  under  the  Act  at  the 
commencement  of  1972.  During  the  year  three  new  underground 
storage  tanks  were  subjected  to  a  pressure  test  whilst  being 
installed. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

A  number  of  sporadic  noise  nuisances  were  reported  during 
the  year.  These  included  nuisances  arising  from  such  diverse 
sources  as  bleating  sheep  and  model  aircraft. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  of  nuisances  arising 
from  low-flying  aircraft  in  the  Welland  vicinity.  Although 
formal  action  on  nuisances  arising  from  this  source  is  ex¬ 
pressly  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  Council 
were  able  to  make  representations  to  the  appropriate  Ministry.
